THE HOUSE WATCHED,

It 18 certaln that every trivial inoident transpiring
about the house where the erime was committed 18
carefelly watched by unseen eyes. NoO person
maken an exit or entrance without It being known,
and day and night it is under complete
purvelliance. Yesterday morning &t 8 o'clock de-
tectives were In the nolghborhood in Twenty-second
and Twenty-third strects on guard. AT tlhial time
all the lights In the house were extingnished, except
one in the hall, which sent its Alokerings across 1o
the Finh Avenue Hotel, where tea or a dozen
hackmen were congregated speculating upon the
event,

STATEMENT OF GENERAL NLAIR,

It was rumored about town yesterday that an !m-

yrtant revelation hiad been made to the polica by

ajor-General Fraok Dlair, who has a room on the
third foor of the ¥irth Avenue Hotel, just opposite
to the Nathan mansion,

A\ Herald reporter pald a visit to the General last
evening and taiked the whole matter over with hlin
in one of the pariors of the Manhattan Club, w
he was found.

Reporter—It is rumored, General, that you saw

rom yonr window 1o the hotel the morning of the
murder a person moving about in one of the rooms

of No. 12 Wesdt Twentg-tnlrd atreet, 1 have called o

aAscertain the truth of the matter.

General Dinir—Well, 1 will tell you all 1 know
about It. About half past five o'clock that morning
1 went towards the window of my room to shut the
blinds, as the light was coming In too strongly, and,
I judged, would preveat me from sleepiog, T looked
out into the street as | was shuttiog them and saw a
young man sitting in his night vlothg-u at one of the
windows of the third floor. .

Reporter—DId you Know him?

General Blair—=No, 1 did not at the time,

Reporter—Ilave you ascertained who he was?

General Blair—Oh, yes, I understand, in fac:, 1
know, he was one of the Nathan sons; for, abont a
hall an hour or so afterward, the outery about the
murder was made, and 1 then saw him with his
brother standing on the stoop, and crying out ftor
help, or making an outery of some kind, [ coaldn't
tell what,

Reporter—Did yon notlce anything pecallar about
the appearance of the two, or of cither ?

Reporter—You say after closing the blinda of
your window you went to bed, and id not go fHep
immedintely ; then there was a certaln lapse of slae
petween the time yon saw the young man atthe
window and when you gaw him on the stoop—that
s, more time than would he required for bhim to
come down two Nights of stalrs and reach the door ?

General Nalr—There must have bean, T think,
About a hall su hoor between my Seeing him the
first time and the second time, [ d0 not want to Le
positive as to the exazt time, nut I thiok there must
Bave been about & half hour,

marking that he was not desirous of belng prominent
in the case, but that he had no objection to Lis
statement belng made public, ag he considere it
the pub lie’s property.

WHY KO BLOODY FOOTSTEPS ¢

It has been much remarked In this tragedy that
there were no bloody loot-tracks from the gide of
tWie corpse 1o the front door of the mansion except
those mude by Mr.Washington Nathan when roshing
forth horror-sizicken from the scene of the butoh-
ery on il e morning it was discovered. The argu-
ment seoms to be, that if young Mr. Nathan tracked
the blood vut of the room, then the murderer ought
to have tracked biood too, a lne of thought which
amrits the conpslderation of a very tmportant elamont
in the case, Young Mr. Nathan advanced to the
corpee at u time when It had lain for some hours (g
its position, and wheén the blood had only flowel
and fowed Uil congulation supervened, buat had been
soaked up by the carpet, till, for a yard and more In
all directions about the head and chest of the body,
the fleor was bloody. In advancing to see what was
the matter, one would natarally come close up, close
enough, at least, to come within the bloodied cirele,
and, of course, bear away the tlood upon the feel,
But the assassin, in his walking near the body, If
indeed ke ever wenl near It after the kiling, save to
step over it on his way from the safe to the large
room, had no cccasion to step ia biood, and probably
could not have so stepped if he had tried withont
walting a4 few minutes till the welllng tide had
formed a sufficlent pool! upon the foor. Why,
alter felling the unfortunate man and then
lmprlng over his body into the ouler room,
need the marderer approach the corpse? It
had no clothing on from which to take a watch,
purse, papers, Key, or the like, and the blows struck
were 80 fatal that no motive could have recelled the
rutlian to coniplete his work. I'ne absence of any
bloody foot-tracks of the asspssin seems therofore
very natural and perhaps even a necessary Incldent
of the case. Young Mr. Nathan's feet whre stuined
becanse the blood had had time to be sucked up and
spread by the carpet, bat during the time the mur-
derer was in the room arter the Kiling, the blood Aad
et had Cime Lo spread, -

THE WATER SUPPLY.

works At Belmont—

Yesterday for the first time the mew water
works at {)elmont went into operation. The
pew Worthington Du[:lex engine was started In
the presence of the Water Committeo of Couu-
cile, apd the water was introduced into haif 2f
the eastern basin of the new large reservoir near
Gieorge's Hiill. The storage capacity of this
Lasin, as far n8 completed ot present, is about
twelve million gallons. Thie, with the other
portion of the same eastern basin, from which jt
18 pow seéparated by a brick wall of about two-
thirds the entire depth of the basin, will when
finished bhold seventeen million gallons. The
capacity of the western basin will be twenty-
| seven milllons, and that of the entire reservoir
of bhoth basins forty-four million gallons,

The reservoir is located on very higch ground,
and will be able to supply water to the highest
points of the eity, including those In the Fii-
teenth, Twentieth, and Twenty-eighth wards,
where so much inconvenlence has been expe-
rienced and so many complaints made on account
of the scarcity of water.

The reservoir Is now belng rapldly finlshed, ¢
large force of workmen being employed. A
thirty-six inch main is to be lnld across the bed
of the river Schuykill to supply the elty on this

side, and a twenty-four inch main from the re- |

gervoir to West Philadelphin.  Arrangements
are algo made by means of outlets and gates for
| the laylug and opening of three other thirty-
| inch pipes whenever they maybecome necessary
to the wants of the city.

The new pump-house on the river bank, along
gide of the old Beimont cottage, Is construcied
of pressed brick faced with stone, and shows
handsome front. The Worthinglon engine ha
two steam cylinders, of both high and low pres
gure, and Is of two hundred and ffty horse
power. The double-acting pnmps are Lwenty-
two inches in diameter and have a four foot
stroke. They will deliver five million gallons in

| twenty-four hours. There are tobe two mor
Worthington englnes of the same capacity a
the one now in operation, which will he place
in position as soon as completed. One is now
nearly ready.

Destruction of the Sheds
Between 11 and 12 o'clock last night a bright
lght llamined the southwestern horizon, and
caused a somewhat general excitement amongst
our firemen.

From facts that are now developing, the
people of Philadelphia need not be surprised to
beag at any moment of the capture of the person
gullty of brutally murdering Mr. Benjamin
Nathan Jo New York. Eversince the firat in-
timation ot the criine reachied this city our de-
teetives bave been hard at work, and
on Saturday Messrs, Miller and Fletcher
gained the clue of o party whom they believed
to be the guilty one. He was tracked as having
left New York on Friday last, and has since
been closely watched, His clothing bodrs marks
o! blood, as do his stockings,
person he carries diamonds similar to those
taken by the murderer Nor are these points
all, there are other and more important ones
which we do not deem politic to make mention
of just now.
